Now Oberammergau is to be shifted 
to Isast Aurora, New York; Elbert 
Hubbard, social philosopher and Roy- 
croft creator, backed by a syndicate 
of wealthy and eager philanthropists,

Johann Zwink, the Oberammergau 
blacksmith, and tne greatest Judas in 
the history of th play, will be there;

Sebastian 
Bauer, shoemaker and burgomaster, 
and the pompous Pontius Pilate of the 
cast; Mary Magdalene, Martha—all 
the other male and female chrcters, 
and the enormous rank and file of vil- 
lagers who have part.in the produc- 
tion.

‘tne record benefit, of course, bt- 
longs to George Hirst, the idol of the 
summer crowds of Yorkshire, who six 
years ago drew £3,763 2s. Tyldes- 
ley’s full benefit was £3,105 15s. od. 
79;792 
people who paid for admission. 

George H. Hirst has acomplished 
the unprecedented feat of taking 100 
wickets and scoring 1,000 runs for the 
eighth successive season. No other 
player has ever had such a remark- 
able sequence of success, although 
Rhoades. has brought off the double 
event for the last seven years. 

Since Hirst had already taken 100 
wickets and made 1,000 runs in a sea- 
son three times before he started his 
unbroken sequence in 1903, he has al- 
together eleven such performances ta 
his credit. This is also a world’s re- 
cord, as W. G, Grace was. similarly 
seven ocasions only 
(1874 to 1878, 1885, and’ 1886.) As 
already stated, Rhodes has also per- 
formed the feat seven times—from 
1903 to 1909. The next best are the 
four cach of Arnold, John Gunn, and 
A..F. Relf, 


Hirst also has the distinction of be- 
ing the only player to score more than 
2,000 runs and take over 200 wickets 
in a season, In i906 his aggregates 
were 2,385 runs and 208 wickets. No 
other player has come even with- 
in measuring distance of this perform- 
ance. In 1904 Tlirst scored 2,501 
runs and took 132 wickets, and in 1905 
2,266 runs and 110 wickets, so that in 
the three seasons. 1904-5-6: lie actually 
made 7.152 runs and took 2,101 wick- 
ets. Altogether he has scored 24,040 
runs for Yorkshire and taker 2,102 
wickets, while in all first-class 
matches he has made over 27,000 runs.

+¥ see. Q7—These words from the lips 
jof our Master, the Great Teacher, have 
jbeen grievously misunderstood. The 
\f@aching of our Protestant childhood 
iwas to the effect that only the saintly 
‘elect would go to heaven and that oth- 
fers would not only lose-heaven, but 
‘gain an eternal life in torment. Thus 
our text was understood to portray 
‘what practically the whole world of 
‘mankind would be compelled to en- 
‘dure. This hell was pictured to our 
‘childhood minds from outside the Bi- 
‘ble as heated to a white heat. li we 
‘expressed wonder or surprise that any 
‘human creature could endure such 
conditions so long the answer was that 
God would exercise his omnipotent 
power to make us fire-prooi and pain- 
sensitive. Some theologians of the 
Thomas a Kempis school of thought 
went so far us to picture the poor 
creatures in their sufferings and_ to 
show that:the heat would form a kind 
of an asbestos covering which would 
shield them from a measure of its in- 
tensity. But those deluded theologians 
proceeded. to explain that these outer 
coverings would crack and shell off 
every little while, leaving the poor vic- 
tim freshly tender that his suffering 
wight be the most intense. 

Of course, these theologians of the 
past had their difficulty in dealing 
with the worms. They could imagine 
devils who would oversee the torture 
as being made immune to pain by the 
chief torturer, the Almighty God. But 
just how to imagine the worm getting 
along in so great a heat and how they 
would in any wise increase the torture 
of the poor sufferers was to many a 
perplexity. But patient thoughtful- 
ness along these’ cruel“and devilish 
lines enabled some to formulate the 
theory that the worms would be ‘fiery 
ones, living in fire, delighting in fire—- 
worms that would bore through the in- 
crustations and add still further to: the 
horrible sufferings of the world of man- 


kind. 

Did the Great Teacher intend that 
such conclusions should be drawn 
from his language? And did he stop 
short of the description from reasons 
of sympathy or modesty or shame? Is 
this the general teaching of God's 
Werd or has a great and terrible: mis- 
take been made?) And have we mis- 
taken a figure of speech and treated 
it as literal? We erred. We misunder. 
stood. The Great Teacher who rebuk- 
ed nis disciples, James and John, 
when they desired to call fire from 
heaven upon the City of Samaria, be- 
‘cause the people thereof refused to 
sell them food for the Master — the 
‘sympathetic One who said to them. 
“Yq know not what manner of spirit 

|'ye are of; the Son of man came not 
to destroy men’s lives, but to suave 
them’’—could that Son of man in any 
wiso intend to tell us that our great 
Heavenly Father had less of flre spirit 
of love and righteousness than the two 
impetuous disciples? Did he mean to 
intimate that while the disciples im- 
petuously might have been willing to 
destroy the earthly life of the Samari- 

‘tans, the Heavenly Father, of stiil 
more demoniacal disposition, wouid 
treat practically all mankind ten mi!- 
lion times worse than that and use 
Divine Power to all eternity, to per- 
petuate the sufferings of his earthly 
creatures which his own Word declares 
were born in sin, shapen in iniquity, 
in sin did their mothers conceive 
them?—earthly creatures, too, whose 
environment was unfavorable and 
whose Adversary, the devil, God nei- 
ther destroyed nor bound? 

Such an interpretation, my dear 
hearers, is not supposable. We must 
Jook for some explanation of the Mas- 
ter’s words more consistent with his 
own character and with the Heavenly 
Father’s character, and more consist- 
ent with our conception of what a 
Just, Loving, Wise and Powerful Crea- 
tor would do. It does not answer the 
purpose to say, as so many do, ‘‘Bosh, 
do not discus3 such a matter. Nobody 
now believes such things!” This one 
Scripture repudiated would shake our 
confidence in the whole Bible. Bat 
rightly explained and understood it 
would settle and increase our faith in 
the Scriptures as a Divine message. 
This, then, must be our object—not 
merely to cast from us the devilish in- 
terpretation of the dark ages, but to 
ascertain the true interpretation—to 
get the true lesson from the words of 
the Great Teacher. Thousands are 
drifting off into more or less open in- 
fidelity simply because of the irration- 
al interpretation given to this text and 
two or three others. And these errors 
have become so fastened in our minds 
from childhood days that they have be- 
come part and parcel of our very lives, 
so that many of us would huve been 
inclined at one timo to dispute the 
very existence of a God as much as to 
dispute such slanderous misrepresen- 
tations of his glorious character. 

Let us go back to Jesus’ day and in 
mind place ourselves with those who 
heard him utter the words of our text 
and context. The Teacher had just 
said, “If thy hand offend thee, cut it 
off—it is better for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than, having two hands, 
to go into hell, into the fire that never 
shall ke quenched, where their worm 
dieth not and their fire is not quench- 
ed.” He said the some in the follow- 
‘ing verses respecting the foot and the 

ieye. Was he speaking literally or fig- 
uratively? Does any sane person sup- 
‘pose to-day that Jesus advised a lit- 
‘eral cutting off of a hand or a foot or 
{the plucking out of an eye? Assuredly 
‘not. And the person who would fol- 
‘low his counsel in that way would be 
tconsidered unbalanced in mind. We 
{all recognize what he did mean, name- 
‘ly, that if any who desired to have 
seternal life found that they had nind- 
| tances of appetite or pleasure or 
what ont cs dear to them as an eye, 
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Immortal Worms

qualifying sins or  wrong-doings. 
should be put away—no matter how 
precious they were—no matter how 
highly esteemed. By way of contrast, 
the Master suggested that if the re- 
taining of these things would hinder 
them from entering into life they coulJ 
not afford to retain them—that even if 
they were to carry the ‘figure further 
und suppose that in the future life 
they would be deprived to the extent 
of being maimed to all eternity it sti?! 
would be preferable to them to prac- 
tice the self-denial now and to enter 
into life. 

Be it noted that the reward here in- 
dicated is in the entering into life, and 
the intimation is that those who fail 
will not have life at all—that they will 
fail to attain life; that they will have 
no eternal life, either in pain or in 
pleasure. Let us examine our text 
further and see this. ‘ 

The word hell in our text is from 
the Greek word “gehenna,”’ which, in 
turn, was a corruption of the Hebrew 
word “geh-hinnon,’”’ which signifies 
“valley of death.” There are two 
other words in the New Testament 
Greek translated hell in our common 
version. One of these, “tartarus,” 
has no reference to humanity what- 


' ever, but merely signifies our carth’s 
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utmosphere—the place where Satan 
und the fallen angels are restrained 
in chains of darkness (II. Peter ii, 
4). The other Greek word rendered 
hell in the New Testament is hades. 
which corresponds exactly to the 
word rendered hell in the Old ‘Testa- 
ment, namely sheol. And all scholars 
know that both of these words signify 
the sume thing. They are used _in- 
terchangeably in the Scriptures to 
designate the state or condition of 
death—the tomb, No person, of even 
slight education, would for a moment 
attempt to claim that eternal torment 
is taught by sheol, hades or tartarus. 
The great stress of all who teach 
eternal torment falls, therefore, upon 
the word hell found in our text—in 
the original Greek, gehenna. 

What we have to say respecting it 
will undoubtedly be news to but few 
of this congregation. But since this 
sermon will be reported in more 
than seven hundred newspupers of 
the land, our explanation will prob- 
ably eventually reach ten million 
people, to whom the Truth on the 
subject will be new. What we have 
to say is not new to cducated minis- 
ters, however, and’ why, as_ pastors, 
they have keep the sheep of their 
flock in the dark on the subject is 
for them to explain. They certainly 
cannot plead ignorance. At very 
most they can apologize that they 
hoped that the misunderstanding 
would do more good than the truth. 
They scem to forget ‘entirely that 
this terrible misunderstanding is not 
only wrecking the faith of thousands, 
but dishonoring our Creator—blas- 
pheming his holy name, his_ holy 
character, by misrepresenting it and 
the Divine Plan. 

I wish that those of you who have 
modern Bibles with maps at the 
back would turn to the map of the 
City of Jerusalem and there notice 
on the southwest side of the City, 
just outside the wall, the Valley of 
Hinnom. That is the Valley that in 
brief was called Geh-hinnon, the 
Greek of which is gehenna. All of 
our Lord’s uses of the word gehenna 
stand related to that Valley. For the 
sake of my larger congregation it will 
be worth while for us to take a glance 
backward ai. the history of that Val- 
ley during many centurics before 
Jesus’ day. 

The first mention of this Vallcy in 
the Bible is found in Joshua (xv, 8), 
where it is given as one of the boun- 
daries of the tribe of Judah, accord- 
ing to the lot cast by Joshua in the 
division of the land that had come 
into possession of the Israelities. It 
js again mentioned similarly in 
Joshua xviii, 16. The next reference 
to this Valley is found in II. Kings 
xxiii, 10. There we read of how 
Josiah, the good King of Judah, in- 
stituted a great reform in the nation 
and abolished idolatry, one of the 
most heinous forms of the idolatry 
having been practiced in this Valley 
of Hinnom, which had gotten anew 
name, namely Topheth. History tells 
us that ¢he Israelites built in this 
Topheth, the Valley of Hinnom, a 
great brass image to the heathen god 
Moloch. In various places they had 
groves in which a licentious form of 
worship was enacted and then they 
resorted to this Valley of Hinnom to 
offer sacrifice of a most revolting 
kind to the heathen deity. Some- 
times it was a boy and sometimes it 
was a girl that was placed naked in 
the arms of the great image after it 
hed been fired to a red heat with 
fuel piled underneath the image and 
passing through it as a flue. The 
cries of these infants so horribly 
sacrificed were drowned by the cheers 
of the worshipers and various musi- 
cal instruments. 2 

All of this, indeed everything akin 
to suffering, was strictly forbidden by 
the Divine Law given to Israel. And 
they had been specially warned 
against this very form of idolatry 
(Leviticus xviii, 21; Deuteronomy 
xviii, 10). It is a gross mistake and 
slander of the Divine character and 
Luw to suppose that it ever sanction- 
ed torture. And it is a still worse 
slander upon God to suppose that he 
would himself do, and that for all 
eternity, what he condemned in his 
fallen creatures. 

The Lord declares all this through 
the Prophet Jeremiah (vii, 31-34). 
Here God particularly forewarned 
the Israelites that their wrong course 


would eventuate in the terrible timo } 
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lem in the year ‘A. D. 70, when it 
was estimated that over a million 
died at the siege of Jerusalem. In 
fulfillment of this prophecy the Jews 
cast the dead bodies over the wall of 
Jerusalem into this very Valley. Thus 
we tread, “Behold, the day is come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no more 
be ealled Topheth, nor, The Valley of 
the son of Hinnom, but, The Valley 
of Slaughter; for they shall bury in 
Topheth till there be no place. And 
the carcasses of this people shall be 
meat for the fowls of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth.” 

After the reformation made by King 
Josiah the Valley o: Hinnom was 
desecrated to the iutent that it might 
never afterward be considered fit for 
any kind of religious worship, sacri- 
fice or ceremony. It became the 
valley of defilement. It was used at 
certain times for the burning of the 
offal and rubbish of the city. It be- 
cane the dumping place of dead 
eats and dogs, ete. If any of these 
fell upon the ledges of the rock, no 
one thought worth while to inter- 
fere, and the maggots and worms de- 
stroyed them. Fires also were light- 
ed occasionally to burn the combusti- 
ble rubbish, and brimstone was add- 
ed so that the fumes might destroy 
any malarial tendency, in the interest 
of the health of the city. 

We have before our minds now the 
gchenna fire which no one ever at- 
tempted to quench, but which was 
designed to consume utterly every- 
thing cast into it. We have in mind 
also the worms of which he spake— 
worms which were permitted to feed 
on the carcasses undisturbed until 
the carcasses were consumed and the 
worms themselves died. Another 
item here should be noticed, namely, 
that a saying amongst ‘he Jews was, 
Whosoever commits such a misde- 
meanor will be in danger of going 
from bad to worse until he will be 
brought before the tribunal of the 
Sanhedrin, a culprit. Jesus took the 
same line of proverbs and declared 
that anyone violating the Golden Rule 
to the extent of calling his brother 
a fool would be in danger eventually 
of such digression from righteous- 
ness as to bring him under sentence 
of the greater tribunal of Messiah’s 
Kingdom, and, ‘‘Whosoever shall say 
unto his brother, hou art a fool, 
shall be in danger of gehenna fire” 
(Matthew v, 22). 

What the Great Teacher’meant was 
that the earthly Jerusalem was a 
picture or type of the heavenly Jeru- 
salem, which represents the Divine 
Government or Kingdom—the New 
Jerusalem which, by and by, will 
come down to earth—when God’s will 
shall be done on earth as it is done 
in heaven. 

As gehenna lay outside of the wall 
of Jerusalem, so our Lord intimated 
there would be an antitypical gehen- 
na outside the New Jerusalem. As 
the trash and offal of the typical city 
were consumed in the Valley of Hin- 
nom, so the offal and trash of hu- 
manity who will refuse all of God’s 
favors, mercies, blessings and op- 
portunities, will be treated as dis- 
graceful wretches and be consumed, 
destroyed, in the antitypical gehenna 
—which is the Second Death. Con- 
cerning this antitypical gehenna, the 
Second Death, we are definitely in- 
formed of the characters which will 
there he destroyed utterly, as Peter 
says, ‘as natural brute beasts.” 

We have a description of this sym- 
bolical New Jerusalem or Divine 
Kingdom (Revelation xxi), compos- 
ed primarily of the Church, and 
secondarily of all from the world 
who, during Messiah’s reign, will 
enter in through its gates and enjoy 
the blessings of Divine favor and life 
eternal. And then we read, verse 8, 
“But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
und whoremongers, and __ sorcerers, 
und idolaters, and all Jiars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and_ brimstone, 
which ts the Second Death.” Note 
that this lake of fire and brimstone 
into which all the .offscouring of hu- 
manity will be, cast is a symbol, and 
the meaning of the symbol is plainly 
stated in the words, “Which is the 
Second Death.” The first death 
passed upon all mankind on account 
of Father Adam’s disobedience. Our 
Lord Jesus was appointed the Saviour 
of Adam and his race and gave his 
life a ransom for all, to rescue all 
from death, to give to each and every 
member of Adam’s race one full, fair 
opportunity for a test of loyalty to 


God and righteousness and to secure: 


life eternal in «the New Jerusalem. 
Contrariwise all who will reject. that 
full opportunity will die the Second 
Death, from which there will be no 
redemption, no resurrection, no re- 
covery of any kind.

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What Happens When John Jones Rings up Sam Smith 


The Automatic Telephone System ; Is so Complicated That Even a Newspaper reporter Had to Admit 
He Couldn't Understand zt at All, at All 


‘automat ic phone Sat + special 

To the ordinary lay mind the man- 
ual, or what Edmontonians call the 
“old fashioned,” telephone. is just a 
little bit beyond grasp. That the hu- 
man voice can be carried for almost 
any reasonable distance along a me- 
‘tallic wire savors in a small way of 
qwnagic to one who does not under- 
stand. But did you ever after press- 
ing the button on your automatic 
‘phone and while waiting for some- 
one to answer, think of the hidden 
wonders of that instrument? Perhaps 
_you don’t express it but you certainly 
think it. You mentally ask yourself: 
“What'is in that little round box?” 

“How is it done?”—and the more 
you think about it, the more non- 
plused you become, as the complica- 
tion of it strikes you. It is so in- 
.comprehensible that you stop thinking 
or perhaps. somebody answers your 
call, just in time to save you from 
mental collapse. 

It is not done; it does itself—and 
that is what is puzzling, 

Central Office Puzzling 

The other afternoon a Capital re- 
porter visited the telephone depart- 
ment. That same reporter had occa- 
sion one time to make a similar visit 
to the operating department of a tele- 
phone system in.another city, where 
the “old fashioned” telephones, are 
still in vogue. The reporter as a re- 
sult thought that he knew something 
about telephones and cou!d write a 
tolerably clear description and ex- 
planation of the automatic telephone, 
for the benefit of those to whom any 
kind of a telephone is about the best 
example of the workings of the “black 
art.” However, the reporter had 
hardly entered the operating room, 
when he realized that the proposition 
was somewhat bigger than he had an- 
ticipated. 

Looked Like Book-Cases 

‘What looked like a series of open 
‘book-cases at first met his gaze, and 
the next thing that came into his head 
was that he had probably been usher- 
ed into a library instead of the cper- 
wating room. A closer inspection of 
the “book cases,” however, «quickly 
dispelled that idea, for in each “case,” 
there was a collection of collections of 
the most complicated and minute, 
inechanism tha ever met his gaz 
the gaze of any other person, in fact. 

With the able assistance of Chief 
/Switchman J. E. Lowry, who in fact 
had to write on paper an explanation 
of the working of the plant, which the 
reporter did not understand, nor dees 


he understand it yet, the following 
illustration is arranged. 

It is no discredit to be confused hy 
the mass of intricate machinery. Mr. 
Lowry told the reporter that engineers 
and many other “species” of technical 
men had inspected the plant, and who, 
on finishing, did not know any more 
than when they first entered the room. 

Just Supposing 

Supposing John Jones. wishes to 
tell his neighbor, Sam Smith, that he 
won't have ‘the latter’s hens trespass- 
ing on his front lawn any more, and 
as Sam Smith is six fect, two inches, 
while Jones is only five feet seven, he 
considets it safer to tell him what 
he thinks of him over the telephone, 
rather than make a personal call. 

Smith’s telephone number, we will 
say, for the convenience of illustra- 
tion, is 1234. (There is no number in 
the system less than 1000) Jones goes 
to his telephone and takes off the re- 
ceiver and then proceeds to turn the 
dial. The first digit is 1." As soon 
as No. 1 is turned, a connection is es- 
tablished with a switchboard in the 
central office. There is a switchboard 
for each thousand, that is, if the num- 
ber wanted is 1234, a connection 
would be established with the 1000 
board, and if the number was 2234 the 
2000 board would be brougft into 
play. 

Well, Jones has turned the first 
digit, and the conection is made with 
the 1000 switchboard, and also with a 
board known as the “first selector.” 
The next digit is “2,” and Jones turns 
it. This move operates what is 
known as the “second selector” and as 
“2" is the number, the position of the 
hundredth group of the thousands is 
determined. 

Now Comes the Connector 

The next bit/of mechanism brought 
into operation isthe conector, where 
the last two figures of the number are 
taken care of, It is useless for a mere 
reporter to attempt to describe the 
workings of the connector, and as Sir 
Walter Scott is dead, it will have to 
go undescribed. It will suffice to say 
that the last two digits are connected 
by that instrument. 

Jones has now finished the number 
and presses the button, Which brings 
into operation what is known as) a 
“relay,” consisting of an electro mag- 
net with an armature attached: ‘The 
bell attached to Smith’s — teiephone 
rings, and as long as Jones continues 
to press the button. Ft would prob- 
ably rine a long time in this case, as

‘When you ‘mailed that last letter of 
yours, you resigned it to the fetten 
box as though it were a thing wof:life 
and abundantly able to take care of 
itself. et if the letter and its mes- 
sage reaches its proper destination it 
it is humanly planned’ and wrought 
system that acts as guide and con- 
ductor and it is when your letter goes 
astray ‘that you are conscious of its 
human imperfections. 

Step in and watch the letters as 
they emerge from the baskets that 
receive them out of the owners’ 
hands. ‘Piled on the tables, they are 
placed on a bracket ready for the 
stamping machine t,hat wizard that 
does the work of a score of human 
hands, \A cold thing of steel bars 
and rubber wheels at the touch of the 
lever it springs into action ind gal- 
vanizes to life the waiting letters.

What Happened 

In brief, when Jones turns the first 
digit, a connection is established with 
the switchboard. With the* turning 
of the second digit the call is trans- 
ferred to the “second selector” board.

Smith’s instrument. The connec- 
tion is made without the rifging of 
the bell, which only fills the import- 
ant roll of calling the subscriber’s at- 
tention to the fact that someone wants 
to confab with him.

Electricity, Not a Girl 


Of course, the forgoing explanation 
is only that of a layman.

words by electricity in the automatic

Growth of System 


The growth of the Edmonton ex- 
change has been phenomenal. When 
the system was first pnt into opera- 
tion, over two years ago, there were 
in use between 600 and 700 telephones. 
At the present time there are about 
2300 telephones in operation, which 
shows an average growth of 50 tele- 
phones a month. The installments 
for the present month are about five 

a day. 

The system is at present undergo- 
ing an inspection by a representative 
of the Strowger Automatic Telephone 
Company, of Chicago, on the instance 
of the city commisisoners, on account 
of an abnormal number of complaints 
about the service. However, when a 
report on the system is presented and 
steps taken to remedy the defects, 
rthe service wil acquire its proper 
standard of efficiency.

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THE DIARY OF A TRIP TO THE NORTH 


A Prospective. Settler in the Peace River Country Tells of His Experiences 
Day By Day—“It’'s So Lonesome,” Was His Cry 


Footsore, hungry and discouraged, 
from his two months’ acquaintance 
with privation and danger, R. B. Gay- 


lord and his companions suceeded in 
reaching Edmonton last Saturday 
from a trip to the Peace River coun- 
try. It was with high hopes that 
Gaylord left here in ,aly bound for 
the Eldorado of the north—the coun- 
try of his dreams, sleeping or awake, 
the beautiful valley of the Peace. And 
in spite of the hardshjps that fell to 
his lot he was able to inscribe in his 
diary at the last, “This is where I am 
going to locate.’ 

Gaylord left Edmonton on July 19, 
last, with a team and supplies that he 
calculated sufficient for a lengthy 
trip. As this trip was the culmination 
of the dreams and hopes of years he 
resolved to keep a diary to record his 
experience and his feelings and to 
this we are indebted for an accurate 
account of his trip. 

He was destined to discover before 
the first week was over, that he was 
not going to have a cinch. The first 
night out he notes: “Never was so 
lonesome. So lonesome it makes me 
sick.” Next night, “No water, mo$- 
quitoes awful, raining some.” 

July 21st, “No water” at night. On 
the 22nd he reached the Landing and 
crossing the river, continued six miles 
beyond till he found a camping 
ground for the night. 

Here was where his trials really 
commenced. That night he “had to 
Luild.a smudge three times to drive 
oft the terrible mosquitoes.” 

Saturday, 23rd: “I caught rain wa- 
ter last night; watch stopped; guessed 
it noon and so ate; drove eight or ten 
miles through low wet swamp; have 
now reached a creck and camped; sun 
out now; I have just:had lunch, don’t 
know what time it is, but it is get- 
ting dusk. Can hear a steamboat on 
the Athabasca river. The sound 
makes me Jonesome. No other noise 
except the hum of the mosquito. This 
is a great big, swampy wilderness, 
burned off in spots. 

‘Sunday, 24: It’s nearly sundown, 
Tada hard day. When I got up this 
morning found my horse gone so got 
a hasty breakfast and then bridled 
the other horse and rode for 15 miles. 
Found the stray, but have been all 
day getting back to camp. Haven't 
seen a person for two and a half days 
except Indians who passed in the 
night without speaking.” 

The next day he met fellow trav- 
ellers; a man, his wife, and one small 
-child and three men going back to a 
‘cache.” He now heard continually of 
dad roads, which disconcerted him 
and on the following day he encoun- 
tered them. 

‘Thursday, 28: I’ve been over the 
worst roads man ever travelled, The 
last ten miles I had to whip — the 
horses while they wallowed, _ belly 
deep in the black slime and the spring 
wagon sank to the box; dread the re- 
turn trip. ° 

Saturday, 30: Clear this morning. 
Went back last night and helped the 
other build a road for two hours. 
‘They got to my camp late, will have 
to build a bridge this morning. 


Sunday, 11 a.m.: Just ‘finished the 
bridge, worked all forenoon. It's 
wallow in mud and muskeg when not 
clearing roads, slow travelling and 
slow, hard work; it will soon be two 
weeks since leaving Edmonton; 
have made only 150 miles so far. 8 
p.m. moved this afternoon; made 15 
miles and just finished making camp. 
Left the other party and am alone. 
It is now Saturday night; I am sixty 
miles to the north or south and hun- 
dreds east and west from nowhere— 
surrounded by a big wilderness of 
brush and muskeg. I’ve just been 
eating some raspberries; they are 
close to camp and tomorrow I'll pick 
a pan full, 

Tuesday, Aug. 2: Roads rough and 
terribly wet today—camped close to 
the river (Lesser Slave.) Had some 
chicken for supper. Have a fish line 
out. 

Wednesday, 3: Left camp at 8 
o'clock, went three miles through bad, 
mud holes close to Lesser Slave river. 
I broke the reach to the spring in a 
mud hole and had to pack stuff out 
and go back eight miles to get where 
to fix the rig. I wallowed in mud to 
my waist and worked hard all day. I 
thought when 25 miles through mus- 
keg that the worst was over, but not 
so. . . There is no grass here where 
I’m camped, I’m all alone. I won’t 
forget the Peace River trail. I’ve 
been working the hardest I ever did. 

Thursday, 4: Got my rig fixed by 
noon and have moved only ten miles. 
I'm still eight miles from the east end 
of Lesser Slave Lake where I hope to 
get repairs. 

Saturday, 6th: Left camping place 
at 6 a.m. and drove two miles, ran on 
to three old campers. When I broke 
down they helped me raft grub across 
the Marten River. The ‘rest of the 
day we have travelled over the stones. 
It's nothing but a pile of rocks and 
hard on horses, making them bleed 
at the feet. 

Monday, Aug. 8: Drove today over 
rough, wet road, thirty miles, now 
at head of lake. Small town here. 
Will rest horses a few days. 

Tuesday, oth: Tried to rest today 
but waited all day at blacksmith shop 
to get repairs, but the blacksmith 
was drunk, so will have to try ‘to- 
morrow—meet many returning, dis- 
heartened and sick of the Jong trail. 

On Thersday, the eleventh, he left 
Grouard and after an uneventful trip 
of three days anda half finally reach- 
ed the Peace River. 

Monday 15th:, Pulled down to the 
river carly this morning. The river 
runs in a canyon 1500 feet deep and 
two miles wide with other deep can- 
yons on every side. I drove ten miles 
up the river and pulled on to. the 
bench above the river—a_ high, dry 
country, half timber — with open 
stretches of rolling prairie, the fin- 
est looking country L have ever seen. 
IT never expect to see its equal—good 
soil, good grass, and the prettiest 
country on earth. 

Thursday, 18th: Left camp this 
morning early, passed through some 
lovely country on Burnt River; it's 
not surveyed yet, but quite a few 

have squatted. The fooks of the 


country makes a fellow forget the 
hard trip and gives him courage for 


the long return. 

Friday, 19th: Am camped now in 
the timber away south of Spirit Riv- 
er. 

Saturday, 20: Left camp, 3 a.m, 
drove down to Grande Prairie, poor 
country. | 

Monday, 22nd: Got away today at 
noon. Now in camp about 12 miles 
east of Saskatoon Lake. I’ve scen 
about all I want of Grande Prairie 
and wish I were back in Edmonton. 

Tuesday, 23rd: 
Lake, camped there for noon; the 
shores of the lake are wet and marshy 
and it's hard to get down to the lake. 
The water has a thick green scum; 
had to scrape it’ off and strain the 
water for tea. All the lakes are the 
same. 

Thursday, 25th: Had to strain the 
water for supper. It's tough to drink 
the stuff. I’m getting all I want of 
Grande Prairie. Think I'll leave in a 
day or two. 

Friday, 26th: Today was spent in 
driving over the prairie as usual; it’s 
badly burned and awfully rough to 
drive over with a wagon. Met a man 
and his wife and their two daughters 
out driving. The two girls were rid- 
ing a horse apiece and seemed to be 
enjoying life as if going to a ten-cent 
show. They were well dressed and I 
guess as happy out here away from 
the noise of the city, 680 miles away, 
as any city girl, that runs up and 
down the streets. I find young peo- 
ple here that perhaps never saw a 
railroad. And they are smart and 
well up-to-r ate. 

Saturday, 27th.: Tomorrow — will 
start on return trip. I intend to stop 
and look at some of the Peace river 
country a few days, then back 500 
miles.to Edmonton. -I dread the re- 
turn trip over the bad roads. 

Sunday, 28th: It’s kind of lonesome 
on a dark dismal day like this. I’ve 
broken the spring again and it looks 
as if I would have a time with the 
rig. I've been forty days now on the 
trail and it’s a terrible trip. Four 
hundred miles from Edmonton to the 
Peace River, and ¢, hundred and fifty 
miles’ from Peace River Landing to 
Grande Prairie, besides a hunderd 
miles of side trips, is a long drive for 
a teain on nothing hut grass and some 
times very little of that. 

Monday, Aug. 29th: [ have driven 
today about 25 miles—now in camp, 
supper done and the work all through. 
It's not lonesome as long as I’m busy 
but when the work is done and a fel- 
low just looks into the fire it’s pret- 
ty lonely.’ And it's raining steady, 
which makes it worse. 1 got my 
rig wired together today. 

Tuesday, goth: Camped again on the 
Peace river, near Dunyegan. 1 could 
not arouse the ferryman by my yells 
‘so have to wait till morning to cross. 
I'm getting up against it for grub. 
Ate the last potato, and have nothing 
now but baking powder bread. 
fierce stuff to cat. | bought two 
pounds of sugar on Grande Prairie at 
20c per Ib. and it’s about all gone. 
The mosquitoes are terrible tonight.

Friday, 2nd: I’m now cooking sup- 
per. or what I have. I bought two 
loaves of bread at Peace River Land- 
ing, but I have no butter. Haven't 
been able to get any or .mitk, and 
mighty few potatoes. It’s getting 
tough living on half rations. I hope 
to get butter and bread at Slave Lake 
but that is 100 miles away. I have 
been alone since Saturday last. 1 
guess I'll have to get used to the lone- 
ly life. I got good and wet today— 


I passed Saskatoon * bedding wet—it rained again. 


Monday, Sept. 3rd: Am wet through 
but will have to make it to the lake 
for grub all gone. 

Tuesday, 6th: Made the lake last 
night and sold my outfit this morn- 
ing, and have been packing it today. 
Am camped on south side of lake 
without tent or stove. I have been 
following four fellows trailing horses 
cut to Edmonton. 

Don’t know how long I'll keep up. 

Saturday, roth : Have been three 
days on trail, started with all the grub 
I could carry handy; asked only one 
place where we bought bread but the 
trail proves longer than described to 
us, so tonight I and the four men with 
the bunch of horses ate a light sup- 
per of bannock and tea. We had 
beety short on grub for three days, 
but tonight looks bad—only one small 
piece of bannock left for five of us 
‘in the’ morning. Then, -if we don’t 
reach some place we are up against 
it. 

The roads have been awfully mus- 
keggy all the way, and we forded the 
Swan River nine times—it’s a trail 
for sure. Tomorrow means get game 
or go hungry, and only nine cartridges 
to shoot with. 

Sunday, Sept. 11: This morning one 
fellow divided the small piece of ban- 
nock equally among the five of us 
—the last bit of grub in sight. When 
I picked uj» my share, a piece about 
one inch by two inches and filled my 
cup with tea for what looked like 
perahps the last time for many days, 
it made me feel queer, We drove all 
forenoon and stopped at noon to let 
the horses cat near a log shack. We 
broke the lock and found a box of 
dried moose meat, but it was hard 
to eat and made me sick. | We start- 
ed again, about three o'clock and met 
two fellows, who gave us a lunch and 
sold us flour. So tonight we had ban- 
nock and tea for supper—the — best 
supper I ever ate—sweeter than honey 
and good. JT had begun to feel pretty 
blue and so were the rest for we did- 
n't know how far we were from a 
place to get grub. 

But they were nearer than they 
thought. On the course of the fol- 
lowing day they arrived on the out- 
skirts of settlement where they were 
able to obtain nourishing food and to 
find suitable protection from the wea- 
ther. The rest of the journey lay 
through comparative civilization and 
was not difficult. On Saturday Gay- 
lord and his companions finally reach- 
ed Edmomon. The trip though hard 
in the extreme, was full of interest 
and Mr. Gaylord is firm in his deter- 
mination “to go back.”

He seems particular- 
ly fond of the modern French roman- 
cists, Balzac, Flaubert and Zola; the 
reminds you of a Gaul with his elec- 
uric cnergy, this joie de vivre. 

Yes, he knows something of iCana- 
dian iterature, too. His favorite au- 
thor is Sir Gilbert Parker, whom he 
knows quite well—both his books and 
the knight himself, 

Mr. Jan Hambourg has always re- 
gretted that his concert managers have 
not arranged for a tour for him across 
this country, or “continent” as he 
prefers to call the Dominion. His ex- 
periences of the colonies so far ‘has 
been confined *o Gouth Africa and 
‘Australia, Commenting on conditions 
there, he remarked that Canada was 
miles ahead of ther sister colonies in 
aesthetic development. 

“Even in the primitive western 
towns where Mark played, after cach 
succeeding tour, there was a notice- 
able improvement in ‘the musical in- 
telligence of the audience.”

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“Close Calls” of Engineers 


Remarkably Narrow Es:apes From Death Exper. 
tenced by Locomotive Drivers on Fast Trains 


No man eludes death oftener or 
more narrowly than the locomotive en- 
gineer, says Mr. Thaddeus S, Dayton, 
writing in Harper’s Weekly. On a fast 
train the danger threatens and is gone 
in a fraction of a second. The writer 
goes on to tell of some of those ‘close 
calls” which every engineer must rec- 
the day’s 
There are a few cases, we are told, 


kon on as part of work, 


when Providence steps in and averts 
a disaster which seems inevitable. 


The most remarkable instance of 
this sort happened many years ago on 
a railway in Eastern Missouri, The 
story was told recently in the official 
organ of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. 

One summer morning a twelve-car 
train containing the members of a 
Sunday school was bound for a picnic 
at a point about fifty miles distant. 
Although the sky was cloudless when 
the excursion started, the train had 
not proceeded more than half-way 
when a thunder-storm broke, The rain 
fell in torrents, The engineer was 
worried for fear the terrific downpour 
might cause a washout or a spreading 
of the rails, and he slowed down to 
about thirty-five miles am hour, 

A's the train swung. around a curve 
and aproached a small station which 
it was to pass without stopping, the 
engineer, pecring through the broken 
curtain of rain, saw that the switch 
just ahead was open. It meant a ter- 
rible disaster. He closed his throttle 
and put on the brakes in am instant. 

“Better stick to it,’ he shouted to his 
fireman, 

“T_ mean. to,’ 
help us all!” 

His last words were drowned by a 
terrific crash of thunder which came 
simultaneously with a flash of light-- 
ning that seemed to strike the ground 
just ahead of the engine. The next 
thing they knew they were past the 
station, still riding safely om the main- 

The train came to a stop, and the 
engineer and conductor hurried back 
to discover what had happened and 
how the train had passed the open 
switch, They found that the lightning 
had struck squarely between the 
switch and the rail and had closed the 
switch, 

“Tt was the act of God,” said the 
engineer. 

More often the story of a close call 
is “a tale of quick-thinking heroism.” 
We are told of an engineer whose pre- 
sence of mind saved scores of lives in 
Newark, N. J., one December day a 
few years ago: 

A freight train was going up a steep 
grade about half a mile from the sta- 
tion when the couplings broke be- 
tween the third and fourth cars from 
the end, and they began to roll down 
hill at a terrific speed. A long pas- 
senger train had just arrived and was 
standing directly in the path of the 
runaway cars. The engineer of the 
passenger train saw the aproaching 
danger and realized ina flash that the 
on-rushing cars must be stopped at all 
hazards before they reached the sta- 
tion. Otherwise there would be a ter-

Then 
at every revolution of the wheel to 
which the other end is attached, the 
great steel bar, weighing several thou. 
sand pounds, will come ‘swinging like 
a Titan’s flail,” beating three hundred

No disaster comes. so unexpectedty 
and is so much dreaded as this, Al- 
most invariably it happens whcn the 
engine is running at high speed. When 
a driver breaks it is a miracle if the 
men in the cab escape with their lives, 
If they do survive, and by their hero- 
ism succeed in stopping the ¢rain and 
avoiding a wreck, despite the rain of 
blows from this huge flail of steel, 
their act brings forth a greater mea- 
sure of praise than almost any other 
form of bravery that the railroad 
knows. 
Only the other divy ane of the driv- 
ing-rod$ of a fast’ passenger locomo- 
tive broke while the train was running 
more than sixty files an hour down 
the steep grades ot Pickerel Moun- 
tain. fn oan instune the whirling bar 
of steel bad) smashed the 
‘broken the controlling mechanism, so 
that it was impossible to bring the 
train to a stop by any ordinary means. 
The great locomotive Junged forward 
like a runaway horse that had thrown 
its rider. In some way, however, Lutz 
the engineer, had escaped injury. He 
crept to the opposite side of the cab 
and climbed out through the little win- 
dow upon the boiler to try to reach 
some of the controlling apparatus 
from the outside. He was working 
himself astride along. the scorching 
boiler when suddenly the engine 
struck a curve, which it took at terri- 
fic speed. The shock half threw the 
engineer from his perlious position but 
he saved himself by graspmg the bell- 
rope. Then, he worked himself down 
along the uninjured side of the sway- 
ing locomotive to where he could open 
one of the principal steam-valves.

Although robbed of 
its power, the locomotive did not 
slacker speed until it reached the bot- 
tom of the grade. Then little by little 
the threshing of the great driving rod, 
which was pounding the upper part a 
the engine to pieces, grew slower, and 
finally it stopped. No one was killed 
or injured, and not a passenger in the 
long train knew until it was over of 
the danger that had been avoided so 
narrowly. If it had not been for the 
bravery of the engineer one of the 
worst: wrecks in the history of rail- 
roading might have resulted.

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AN UNCROWNED MONARCH 


‘According to the Springfield Re- 
publican the head of the late King Ed- 
ward VII was placed on the coins of 
the realm in all its baldness, with un- 
fortunate results in India. The Ed- 
ward coinage. did not inspire ‘‘feel- 
ings of respect or veneration for 
royalty, a common belief in the native 
mind being that the effigy on the 
rupee was that of some official, and 
not that of the king-emperor, who, in 
accordance with their ideas of. re- 
gal dignity, could only be depicted 
with a crown and other emblems of 
sovereignty.” The king's bald head 
was said to have caused almost an in- 
surrection in Madras. The Canadian 
coinage is not open to this criticism. 
It shows the king crowned and wear- 
ing the kingly robes, but our postage 
stamps display an uncrowned head. 


RULES FOR HUSBANDS 


France is not immune from the “sil- 
ly season,” any more than is England, 
and as a consequence the Parisian 
newspapers are reduced to the same 
midsummer methods of securing news 
features as are their confreres on the 
other side of the channel. An ex- 
change, remarks that this fear the 
topic in Paris was matrimony, with 
special regard as to how to make it 
a success. 

Some presumptuous man published 
a list of commandments for wives, 
one of which ran: “Now and then ac- 
knowledge gracefully that thy hus- 
band knows more about some things 
than thou. 
fallible.’ A second and still more 
daring rule for wives was, “Never be 
aggressive in thy arguments with thy 
husband, but always consider him as 
superior to thee.” This was too much 
for French feminists, and no won- 
der. One lady answers the presump- 
tuous man indignantly: 

“The weaker sex has not merely du- 
ties; it has also rights. Feminism is 
advancing and nothing will stop it. 
The weaker sex is the equal of the 
sterner. Equality for ever! Here are 
the commandments which women op- 
pose to those of men.” 

The lady then gives her rules for 
husbands with more spirit than logic: 

“Woman has a_ right to have 
whims; it is a privilege of her sex. 
Never put her out, she might have 
hysterics,- which would impair her 
health and cost thee money in doc- 
tors’ bills. 

Another commandment runs: 

“Remember, good man, that thy 
wife is thy superior by her grace, her 
beauty and refinement. Therefore al- 
ways worship at her feet.” 

Where then, good lady, does “equal- 
ity for ever” come in, if woman not 
only has’ privileges because she is a 
woman, but decidedly superior to 
man ‘Surely, the strong-minded suf- 
fragist would spurn privilege of sex. 
In another rule the lady seems to show 
some sly knowledge of her sisters. 

“If, good man, thou desirest moun- 
tain air, ask thy wife to come to 
the seaside; she will.immediately pro- 
pose a holiday in Switzerland.” 

But this is a very mild gibe at her 
own sex jcompared wtih’ fier final 
thrust ‘at ‘the other in her last ruie 
for husbands. . 

“Man was created before woman as 
a preliminary sketch for the master- 
piece,- Remember, then, O husband, 
that thou art but a rough draft.” 

This ought to shut any husband up 
finally. 


THREADING THE TRAFFIC 


Country folk often are the source 
of a great deal of amusement to city 
young people in the way in which they 
rush wildly across the road at sbrect 
intersections in some of the big cities’ 
where traffic is heavy. “But,” saysithe 
Toronto Star, “most of our rural visi- 
tors would watch with nwonder, if not 
with amusement, the course taken by 
many a smart young city chap as he 
tries to thread the traffic of the bigger 
highway of life. The rules of this high- 
way are much the same as those of 
the street af a city. To make pregress 
a. young fellow must stick to the 
right, and keep going with the cur- 
rent. \He must not cut corners for if

he does he as “able to be knocked | 
down or to fall in the thands of a 
policeman.” 

The average icity youth, however, 
regards the regular current of traffic 
‘on iife’s highway as a pretty slaw 
procession. He thas a ‘tendency to 
cut corners, to lose himself in allar- 
ing side streets, or, sometimes, in al- 
‘Teys. Or, perhaps, he stops altogether 
‘to watch ‘the passing crowd, cracking. 
jokes at some'and envying others, As 
a result he often ‘makes but Jittle pro- 
gress towards tle upper part of the 
street, where the wir is ‘better and 
where there are more intrsting things 
to see. 

‘(Of course, every young fellow 
doesn’t start travelling with the same 
equipment. One anay ‘be born with a 
high-power automobile right at ‘his 
hand. Another may have a friend 
who gives diim a. lift, Another may 
stant with poor eyesight or a lame leg, 
or the may be knocked dawn by a run- 
away just when ke is fairly going. But 
the great thing is to follow the rules 
of the road, and keep plugging along. 
Some fellows tear ahead, taking other 
people’s wheels off, and scattering the 
crowd right antl deft, But they ‘come 
to grief before long. And to try :buck- 
ing squarely against the traffic is the 
most foolish thing of all. A few men 
have actually blocked the highway in 
places, and put up toll gates, ‘but it | 
takes a tariff bar or something of the 
kind that. ‘he average man 
had better not make whe attempt. 

Tihe old highway seems pretty tough 
going, though, even to those who fol- 
low the rules of the road, Perhaps, af- 
ter a lot of weary tramping. you have 
caught the ‘big band wagon. But ‘they 
haven't given you a decent seat, nor 
zw horn that seems ovorth playing. 
There's a dub—you know that he’s a 
dub—makine a terrific noise on the 
trombane. There's the first cornet 
man—net nearly as good a player as 
you. And the chap that drives the 
team isn’t half as good a fellow. But 
don’t get sore, and grumble to ‘the 
other players. Don't lean over when 
nobody is lsoking and kick spokes out 
of the wheels of the bandwagon. Stay 
with the game or jwmp off and walk, 
Whew you follow the rules and stay 
with the game, you are having just 
as much fun out of the procession as 
anybody. 
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WHAT WE EARN 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

Ask most men what they mean by 
“earn™ and they will first be irritated 
at being asked to define such a com- 
mon, simple word, 

But they will end by giving it up. 

Av generation ago, perhaps ten years 
ago, a definition would have come 
easier. Probably it would have taken 
some such form as this: A man earns 
what he can get without breaking the 
law. ; 

Sut this conception is no longer 
satisfactory. We are beginning to see 
that this question of earning has its 
roots deep in the soil of our social 
life. It is not a problem of econom- 
ics, as economics have been under- 
stood to be. It is a question of soc- 
iology. . as 

It is interesting to note the signi- 
ficant passage of Mr. Rooselvelt’s Os- 
awator ie address that refers to the 
acquisition of great fortunes. He 
said? “We''grudge no man a fortune 
which represents his own power and 
Sagacity, when exercised with entire 
regard to the welfare of his fellows. 

3ut the fortune must be honorably ob- 

tained and well used. It is not even 
enough that it should have been gain- 
ed without damage to the community: 
We should permit it to be gained only 
so long as the gaining represents 
benefit to the community... No 
man should receive a dollar unless 
that dollar. has. been fairly carned. 
Every dollar received should repres- 
ent a dollar's worth of service ren- 
dered,” 

We are beginning to realize now-a- 
days the narrowness of the old ‘the- 
ory that one’earns whatever one can 
get under the law, under the rules of 
the game. We know now that many 
of us, quite honestly and lawfully, get 
more than we earn, the difference be- 
ing that part of our acquisition we are 
enabled to make because of the co- 
operation of our fellows, because of 
that entity called the community or 
society. And for this surplusage we 
owe a return in the form of social and 
civic service at the least.
